An Ip is the Image, or Repreſentation, of a 


Thing conceived in the Mind, or the Form, or 
| Re- 
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Repreſentation, of any ſenſible Object, tranſ- 
mitted into the Brain thro' the Organs of Sight ; 
but, in a more general Senſe, it is taken for the 
immediate Object of Underſtanding. Simple 
Ideas are thoſe that come into our Mind by Sen- 
ſation, as Colours by the Eye, Sounds by the 
Ear, &c. Complex Ideas are founded by the 
Power which the Mind hath of comparing, ſepa- 
rating, or extracting its ſimple Ideas, which come 
into it by Senſation and Reflection.
